Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are U. S. Patent No. 6,503,203 to Rafter et al. (Abstract, Fig. 2, Claim 
27, and Col. 7 lines 40-45); and U. S. Patent No. 6,500,122 to Washburn et al. 
(Abstract, Fig. 3, Col. 10 lines 26-33). None of the prior art alone or in combination 
teaches a system for setting parameters for contrast agent medical imaging, the system 
comprising: a user input control; a memory configured to store tables of a plurality of 
transmit sequences and a plurality of transmit levels, at least two transmit levels 
associated with at least one of the transmit sequences; and a processor configured to 
select different ones of the plurality of transmit sequences and transmit level in 
response to the single input from the user input control, where in the auto-selection in 
response to the user input is done during imaging.
